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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

The substitute specification filed 4/18/05 has not been entered because it does 
not conform to 37 CFR 1 .125(b) and (c) because: The applicant has not provided a 
marked up copy showing the changes to the original specification, therefore it cannot be 
entered. 

The abstract of the disclosure does not commence on a separate sheet in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1 .52(b)(4). A new abstract of the disclosure is required and 
must be presented on a separate sheet, apart from any other text. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Teter in 
view of Magazzu. Teter discloses the elements of claim 3, however it fails to clearly 
disclose the use of a strike zone device with a bag that can be used as a carrying bag . 
Magazzu discloses the use of a strike zone device. It would have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to have employed the device of 
Magazzu with the apparatus of Teter in order to provide a practice device for the user 
and an easy means to transport and store the device. With regards to claim 3 in as 
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much structure set forth in the claim language, the apparatus in fig 2, item 14 is a "strike 
zone" and bag for carrying structure. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 4/18/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of 
obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that 
any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon 
hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was 
within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does 
not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a 
reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 
1971). 

The existing claim language merely calls for a series of ropes, a home plate 
marker and a strike zone material which can be used as a bag for storing material. The 
existing claim language is broad and non-descriptive. If the existing claim language 
were allowed and one chose to layout a baseball field and then practice with the device 
of Magazzu, the player would technically be infringing the claim. 

It may well be the instant invention is novel in its method of using a series of 
ropes but the current claim language does not clearly claim this.
